Sweater: 3 (3) (4) 50g (116m) balls of 
Wendy Merino DK (100% wool) in 
Dutch Blue (2358); 1 (2) (2) ball(s) in 
Cloud Dancer (2350); 1 ball in Putty 
(2319); small amount in Black. 

Hat: 1 (2) (2) 50g (116m) ball(s) of 
Wendy Merino DK (100% wool) in

Next row: K41 (43) (45) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, kto end.

Next row: K18 (20) (22) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, k to end. With Db, ss 13 rows. 
Next row: K35 (37) (39) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, kto end. 

Continue in Db. Ss 3 (7) (9) rows.

Shape shoulders: Cast 
off 12 (13) (14) sts at

(75) Cd. 

2nd row: P68 (71) (74) Cd, 2 (5) (8) Db. 

3rd row: K3 (6) (9) Db, 67 (70) (73) Cd. 

4th row: P66 (69) (72) Cd, 4 (7) (10) Db. 

5th row: K5 (8) (11) Db, 65 (68) (71) Cd. 

6th row: P64 (67) (70) Cd, 6 (9) (12) Db. 

7th row: K7 (10) (13) Db, 63 (66) (69) Cd. 
8th row: P63 (66) (69) Cd, 7 (10) (13) Db. 
9th row: K8 (11) (14) Db, 62 (65) (68) Cd. 
10th row: P62 (65) (68) Cd, 8 (11) (14) Db. 
11th row: K9 (12) (15) Db, 61 (64) (67) Cd. 
12th row: P61 (64) (67) Cd, 9 (12) (15) Db. 
13th row: K10 (13) (16) Db, 60 (63) (66) Cd. 
14th row: P60 (63) (66) Cd, 10 (13) (16) Db. 
15th row: K11 (14) (17) Db, 59 (62) (65) Cd. 
16th row: P59 (62) (65) Cd, 11 (14) (17) Db. 
Reading chart (see page 10) from right to 
left on right side (k) rows and from left to 
right on wrong side (p) rows work motif 
from chart thus: 

1st row: K9 (12) (15) Db, k across 1st row of 
chart, k9 (12) (15) Cd. 

2nd row: P9 (12) (15) Cd, p across 2nd row 
of chart, p9 (12) (15) Db. 

Keeping the 9 (12) (15) sts at each side of 
52 chart sts in Db, continue working motif 
as set until 42nd row of chart has been 
worked. 

Shape armholes: Continue working from 
chart, cast off 2 (3) (4) sts at beginning of 
next 2 rows. 

Dec 1 st at each end of next 3 rows and 3 
following alternate rows - 54 (58) (62) sts. 
Work last row of chart. 

With Db, ss 2 rows. 

Next row: K31 (33) (35) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, kto end. 

With Db, ss 7 rows. 

Next row: K11 (13) (15) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, k to end. 

Continue in Db only, ss 1 (3) ^ ' 
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(5) row(s). 

Shape neck: Next row: K18 (19) (20), 
k2tog, turn and work on these 19 (20) (21) 
sts for left side. 

Left side: Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 
7 rows - 12 (13) (14) sts. 

Ss 6 (8) (10) rows. Cast off. 

Right side: With right side facing, slip 
centre 14 (16) (18) sts onto st holder, rejoin 
yarn to remaining sts, k2tog, kto end - 
19 (20) (21) sts. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 7 rows - 
12 (13) (14) sts. Ss 7 (9) (11) rows. Cast off. 

Sleeves 

(both alike) 

With 3y4mm needles and Cd, cast on 38 
(42) (46) sts. 

Work 6 rows in k1, pi rib. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

Beginning with a k row, work in ss and 
inc 1 st at each end of first row and 4 
following 6th rows - 48 (52) (56) sts. P 1 row. 
Stranding yarn not in use loosely across 
wrong side, work thus: 

Next row: K1 (3) (1) Db, [6Cd, 2Db] to last 
7 (9) (7) sts, 6Cd, 1 (3) (1) Db. 

Next row: P3 (5) (3) Db, [2Cd, 6Db] to last 
5 (7) (5) sts, 2Cd, 3 (5) (3) Db. 

Continue in Db only. Ss 2 rows. 

Inc 1 st at each end of next row and 
following 6th row - 52 (56) (60) sts. 

Ss 3 rows. 

Next row: K10 (12) (14) Db, mb with Cd, 
20Db, mb with Cd, with Db, k to end. 
Continue in Db only, p 1 row. 

Inc 1 st at each end of next row and 
following 6th row - 56 (60) (64) sts. 

Ss 3 rows. 

Next row: K41 (43) (45) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, kto end. 

Continue in Db only. Ss 5 (9) (15) rows. 
Next row: K17 (19) (21) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, kto end. 

Continue straight in Db only until sleeve 
measures 25 (28) (31) cm, ending with a 
p row. 

Shape top: Next row: With Db, cast off 2 

(3) (4), k35 (36) (37) sts more, mb with Cd, 
with Db, kto end. 

Continue in Db only. Cast off 2 (3) (4) sts at 
beginning of next row. 

Dec 1 st at each end of next row and 2 (3) 

(4) following alternate rows - 46 sts. 

P 1 row. 

Dec 1 st at each end of next 10 rows - 26 
sts. Cast off. 

Polo collar 

Join right shoulder seann. With right side 
facing, using 314mm needles and Db, pick 
up and k14 (15) (16) sts down left front 
neck, k14 (16) (18) sts from centre front, 
pick up and k14 (15) (16) sts up right front 
neck, k30 (32) (34) sts from centre back 
neck -72 (78) (84) sts.

Next row: K64 (67) (69) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, k to end. With Db, p 3 rows. 

Next row: K50 (53) (55) Db, mb with Cd, 
with Db, k to end.

Back 

With 3i/4mm needles, cast on 61 (65) (69) 
(73) sts. 

1st rib row: K1, [pi, k1] to end. 

2nd rib row: PI, [k1, pi] to end. 

Repeat last 2 rows, 3 times more. 
Change to 4mm needles. 

Beginning with a k row, ss 40 (48) (54) 
(62) rows. 

Shape armholes: Cast off 3 sts at 
beginning of next 2 rows. 

Dec 1 St at each end of next 3 rows and 
3 following alternate rows - 43 (47) (51) 
(55) sts. ** 

Ss another 19 (21) (23) (25) rows. 

Shape neck: Next row: K13 (15) (16) 

(18), turn and work on these sts only for 
right side.

23 stitches and 28 rows, to 10 x 10cm, 
over coloured pattern, using 4mm 
needles. 

Abbreviations 

K, knit; p, purl; st, stitch; tog, together;

sts tog); ss, stocking stitch (k on right 
side and p on wrong side); nil, meaning 
nothing is worked here for this size; yo, 
yarn forward, yarn round needle or yarn

Dec 1 st at end of next row. 

Change to 314mm needles. 

Shoulder button band: Next row: Cast 
off 3 sts (1 st on left needle), [k1, pi] 4 (5) 

(5) (6) times, k nil (nil) (1) (1) - 9 (11) (12) 

(14) sts. 

Next row: K1 (1) (nil) (nil), [pi, k1] to end. 


Rib another 4 rows. Cast off in rib. 
Neckband: With right side facing and 
using 314mm needles, pick up and k9 sts 
down right side neck including band, k17 

(17) (19) (19) sts from centre, pick up and 
k9 sts up left side neck including band - 
35 (35) (37) (37) sts. 

Beginning with a 2nd row, work 6 rows in 
rib as on welt. Cast off in rib. 

Front 

Work as back to 

Ss another 9 (9) (11) (13) rows. 

Shape neck: Next row: K12 (14) (15) (17), 
k2tog, turn and work on these 13 (15) (16) 

(18) sts only for left side. 

Left side: Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 

2 rows and 2 following alternate rows - 
9(11)02) (14) sts. 

Ss another 5 (7) (7) (7) rows. 

Change to 314mm needles. 

Shoulder buttonhole band: Next row: 

PI (1) (nil) (nil), [k1, pi] to end. 

Next row: [K1, pi] to last 1 (1) (nil) (nil) st, 
k1 (1) (nil) (nil). Rib 1 row. 

Buttonhole row: Rib 2, work 2tog, yo, rib 

3 (3) (4) (4), yo, work 2tog, rib nil (2) (2) (3). 
Rib another 2 rows. Cast off in rib. 

Right side: With right side facing and 
using 4mm needles, slip centre 15 (15) (17)

Ss 3 rows. Cast off for neck edge. 

Join base and back seam. Stuff body firmly. 
Sew tops of arms to cast-off edge at each 
side of body.

Pompoms

repeat, so it's nice and tight. Holding the tie 
carefully cut ends to shape but do not cut 
tie.

Wreath 

To cover wreath, using polystyrene wreath 
as template, fold fabric in half and allowing

side facing, wrap fabric around wreath and 
Join outside edge seam. Thread loose ends 



of yarn from pompoms through wool

Pass 
ribbon through hole at centre of wreath, 
bringing ends out to tie into a bow at outer 
edge.

Knitting Class 


Only a few beads are used in these designs, but here is an explanation 
of exactly how to knit with them. Another decorative effect explained 

here is a picot cast-off 


Beading 

The important thing to remember 
about this technique is that the beads 
must be threaded on to the yarn before 
starting to knit. 




I The knitting yarn needs to sit snugly 
in the bead, so it will probably be too 
thick to pass through the bead doubled 
up in the eye of a knitter's sewing needle. 
In this case make a loop of sewing thread 
in a sewing needle and take the end of 
the yarn through the loop. 


Take the sewing needle through each 
bead then slide the bead over the 
thread and along the doubled knitting 
yarn until the estimated number of beads 
sit on the single yarn from the ball. 





3 Knit to the stitch where the bead is 
to be placed, bring the yarn to the 
front of the work and slide the bead 
along the yarn and close to the right- 
hand needle. Here it is shown with 
stocking stitch for clarity. 


4 Slip the 'bead' stitch purlwise then 
take the yarn to the back, so that the 
bead is sitting close to the work in front 
of the slipped stitch.

Knitting in the back of the loop 


Instead of inserting the right-hand 
needle in the front strand of a stitch 
to knit it in the usual way, it can be 
inserted in the back strand to produce 
a tighter twisted stitch. 



I One way to make a neat increase is to 
work a yarn over on one row (shown 
in stocking stitch for clarity). 



On the next row, knit this new stitch 
through the back of the loop to 
close up the hole that would be made if 
you knitted the stitch in the usual way. 



Picot cast-off 

Increasing a few stitches before casting 
off these and an additional stitch or two 
makes a very decorative edge. It's shown 
here worked along garter stitch edge. 
This is the method used to edge the 
winter sun on page 44. 




I Pick up St and slip this stitch on to the Cast off the 3 stitches just made, 

left-hand needle and cast on 3 stitches. 




Miss one garter stitch ridge, pick up 
and knit one stitch. 


4 Slip the stitch already on the needle 
over this stitch, then transfer the 
new stitch to the left-hand needle.

K, knit; st, stitch; tog, together; gst, 
garter stitch (every row k); ssk, slip, 
slip knit (slip each of the next 2 sts 
knitwise then slip them back on to 
the left-hand needle and knit them 
together through the back of the 
loops; bdl, bead one (for explanation, 
see page 45); yo, yarn forward and 
over needle to make a stitch.

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Upper wings 

(make 2) 

Thread 3 beads on the yarn (for 
explanation, see page 45).

6th row and every following alternate 
row: K, working each yo through the back 
of loop. 

7th row: K. 

9th row: K1, yo, k5, yo, k1 - 9 sts. 

11th row: K. 

13th row: K1, yo, k7, yo, k1 - 11 sts. 

15th row: K5, bdl, k5. 

On wrong-side rows work each bead st 
through the back of loop. 

17th row: K1, yo, k9, yo, k1 - 13 sts. 

19th row: K4, bdl, k3, bdl, k4. 

21st row: K1, k2tog, k7, ssk, k1 - 11 sts. 
23rd row: K1, k2tog, k5, ssk, k1 - 9 sts. 
25th row: K1, k2tog, k3, ssk, k1 - 7 sts. 
26th row (wrong side): Cast off 3 sts, 
transfer st from right-hand to left-hand 
needle, cast on 2 sts, cast off 6 sts. (For 
more explanation of a picot cast-off, 
see page 46). 

Lower wings 

(make 2) 

Cast on 2 sts. 

Work 2 rows gst. 


3rd row: K1, yo, k1 - 3 sts. 

4th row and every following alternate 
row: K, working each yo through the back 
of loop. 

5th row: K. 

7th row: K1, [yo, k1] twice - 5 sts. 

9th row: K. 

11th row: K1, yo, k3, yo, k1 - 7 sts. 

13th row: K. 

15th row: K1, yo, k5, yo, k1 - 9 sts. 

17th row: K1, k2tog, k3, ssk, k1 - 7 sts. 
19th row: K1, k2tog, k1, ssk, k1 - 5 sts. 
20th row (wrong side): Cast off knitwise. 

Body 

Cast on 12 sts. Work 6 rows gst. Cast off. 

To make up 

Fold body lengthways and join cast-on 
and cast-off edges. Join cast-on edges 
of upper wings and lower wings. Catch 
down lower wings underneath upper 
wings. Join to the underside, sew body 
to two pairs of wings and make a stitch 
around it near the top to indicate the 
head. Avoiding beads, damp press on the 
right side. Spray starch, wipe starch from 
beads, iron carefully and dry flat. Attach 
length of florist's wire by threading it 
through stitches on the wrong side 
of upper wings, twist the ends closed 
and trim.

Slip ring 

Unlike a chain ring, a slip ring can be 
pulled tight after the stitches have 
been worked so that it makes a firm, 
small centre. 



I As for a slip knot, make a ring with 
the working end of the yarn crossing 
above the free end. 



Dip the hook into the ring, catch the 
working end of the yarn and pull it 
through the ring to the front. 




4 Leaving the tail end free, make the 
required number of stitches around 
the two strands that form the top of the 
ring. Pull the free end to close up the 
ring and then join the first and last 
stitches to complete the round. 


3 Instead of pulling the yarn ends 
to make a knot, hold the ring flat 
between first finger and thumb of the 
left hand. The loop on the hook forms 
the base of the first stitch, which in this 
case will be three chain to count as the 
first treble. 
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Beading 

This method means that the beads aren't 
strung beforehand. However, they must 
be beads with a large enough hole to 
take the crochet hook. The type called 
a pony bead is used here. 



I For these designs make a slip ring 
and work three chain and two trebles 
into it. Yarn round hook, insert it in the 
ring then in the bead. 


2 Yarn round hook again and pull it 
through the bead, at the same time 
pulling the bead through to the front of 
the ring. 




3 [Yarn round hook and pull it through 
the next 2 loops on the hook] twice 
to make a treble, with the bead at the 
base of the stitch. 


Picot 

There are several ways to make a picot 
(a decorative pip, usually on an edge). 



1 A small chain loop anchored with a 
slip stitch is one method, as the triple 
picot on the snowflake. 


A few chain with a double crochet 
worked in the first chain is a method 
that produces a firm little picot. 
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These three 
crochet makes, 
especially the 
snowflake, will 
give a wonderfully 
crisp, frosty look

Purple, 1 row Grey 
Purple, 2 rows Pink and 1 row Wine. 

With Wine Red, work Metallic row. 

Pattern 1 row Cyclamen, 2 rows Red, 1 row 
Cerise and 1 row Orange. 

With Copper, work Metallic row. 

Pattern 2 rows Grey Pink, 1 row Grey 
Purple and 2 rows Warm Grey. 

Using Light Blue, work Metallic row. 
Pattern 1 row Ice Blue, 1 row Turquoise, 

1 row Dark Green, 1 row Beige and 2 rows

How to judge 





W e want your knitting to be the best it can 
possibly be. So it’s a good Job we have Tina. 

A true knitting professional, Tina’s been Technical 
Knitting Editor at Woman’s Weekly for 15 years. 

And now she’s here to help you! Every month, Tina 
answers the most common questions you’ve sent in 
and resolves some of the issues we face as knitters. 

Together, we’ll make your knitting beautiful! 

Carrying on stripes 

I When I'm knitting stripes, should I break the 
yarn off at the end of each stripe, or should I 
carry it along the side to be picked up later? 

I've always found it best when knitting even- 
^ y^§ numbered rows of stripes to carry the yarn along 
L the edge. And I make sure to twist the carried 
colour with the working colour frequently to help maintain 
the tension. By doing this, you won't have to sew all those 
ends in later and you save yarn, too. But if your stripes are 
worked over an odd number of rows, you might consider 
using double-pointed or circular needles. That way, you can 
start the row from the end where the yarn is left without 
having to turn the work around or break off the yarn at all. 

Just be careful with this method when it comes to shaping. 

Joining shoulders 

, I loved the denim jacket in your September 
issue, but got stuck when it came to Joining 
the shoulders. How do I do this? 

^^^^The jacket's designer used a technique 
^ where the front and back shoulder stitches 

L are cast off together on the right side. 

For the right shoulder you work along the right side 
of the back, with the right front behind the back and 
with the wrong sides of both pieces together. Make sure 
the points of your spare needles are at the outside edge, 
and insert the right needle in the first stitch on the 
back. Then, in the first stitch on the front, place the 
yarn round the point of the needle and pull it through 
both stitches on the spare needles. You should then 
drop these stitches off the spare needle. 

Work in the next stitch on the back and front in the same 
way. Then, pass the second stitch over the first. Carry on 
until all the specified number of stitches is cast off. There 
should be some stitches remaining on the right front for the 
Jacket's collar. The centre back stitches are also left for the 
collar. As are the first-quoted number of stitches on the left 
front (the same as the number of stitches left for the collar on 
the right front). So cast off the remaining left back and front 
stitches together in the same way as you did on the right.

~rd split the entries into categories. Items for 
babies, kids, adults, accessories, homeware, toys. 
Then, select three of the best items in each 
category, and from that three, a winner and runner-up. For 
an overall winner, choose one from the category winners. 

I'd be Judging each entry on how well it's made; the skills 
and technique used; the item's suitability for purpose, and 
the choice of yarn, colour and pattern. Good luck! 

Dropped stitches 

I've never mastered the art of picking up 
dropped stitches. Can you tell me how to pick 
them up so I don't have to unravel every time? 

Jt's easier to work in stocking stitch. Use a crochet 
hook about the same size as your knitting needle. 
With the right side facing you, insert the hook 
into the dropped stitch. Catch the horizontal bar above the 
stitch and pull it through, making sure the new stitch is the 
same tension as your other stitches. Continue like this until you 
reach the working row. Do the same but on the wrong side 
if you drop a stitch while working in reverse stocking stitch. 

It's more tricky picking up a dropped stitch if you're 

working a textured pattern. Calculation might 
be needed to work out which row the dropped 
stitch is on and what stitch should be worked 
next. Once you've fathomed that, work 
into the dropped stitch from the front 
for knit-stitch and from the back for 
purl-stitches along the horizontal bars.
